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LDFA maps strategy 
for looming Visteon 
bonds shortfall

During a lively special meeting on June 
19, the board of Van Buren Township’s 
Local Development Finance Authority 
(LDFA) began mapping a strategy to deal 
with the big shortfall expected on funds to 
pay the Visteon bonds in 2017 or 2018. 

The bonds issued by the township in 
2003 to help Visteon develop Visteon 
Village were $25.8 million. By the time the 
bonds are paid off in 2032, the amount for 
principle and interest will be $56 million, 
which is guaranteed by the full faith and 
credit of the township. 

It is estimated taxpayers would have 
to pay up to an extra 6 mills to cover the 
bonds, if the funds to pay them run out, as 
expected, in 2017 or 2018. 

Terry Carroll gave board members an 
update on the April sale by Visteon of Grace 
Lake Property (formerly called Visteon 
Village) to Sovereign Partners LLC, a New 
York firm. 

“Included in the document that was 
provided to the LDFA, although the sale 
was rumored to be in the $80 million 
range, through the assessing process that 
we must follow, the true cash value of the 
property was assessed at $64 million for 
the upcoming tax year, 2013. 

“This is a far cry from the $300 million 
true cash value that is necessary to retire the 
bonds with the finance from the proceeds 
alone,” Carroll continued. 

“We will continue to see a gap in the 
amount of the tax increment that was 
anticipated at the time the bonds were 
sold. 

“The impact of that is that we are going to 
run out of money because we are currently 
using the proceeds of the bankruptcy 
settlement to make up that gap. Those are 
estimated to run out in 2018,” he said.

City Planners approve outdoor café seating for Charhouse

At its June 14 meeting the Belleville 
Planning Commission granted a café 
permit for the Belleville Charhouse to have 
outdoor café seating along its frontage on 
Main Street. 
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Owners John and Cindy Dakis were on 
hand to answer questions about their plans 
to make outdoor eating more visible in the 
downtown area. 

The outdoor layout will feature seven 
bistro-sized tables with two chairs each. 
Three will be located on one side of the 
front entrance and four to the opposite side. 
The smaller tables were proposed to allow 
the 10-foot ordinance requirement for 
pedestrians on the sidewalk. The distance 
between the restaurant building and Main 
Street is 13 feet, 6 inches. 


In other business, the commission 
discussed amendments to the ordinance 
that controls outdoor café seating and 
definitions aimed at simplifying the process 
of getting a permit for its commercial and 
central business district. 

Currently, the ordinance requires all 
applicants to have special-use approval. A 
prior approval the city granted to another 
business did not require the special-use 
approval. 

Thus there have been two ordinances

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“We are at a 78% shortfall,” said LDFA 
board member J. Doug Peters, an attorney 
who lives in VBT. “I raise the question 
about placing a lien on the property.” 

Earlier Peters also had suggested 
refinancing the bonds to mitigate the 
shortfall expected and so the LDFA hired 
The PFM Group at $2,573.10 to get details 
on refinancing and found there are no 
callable bonds until 2014. The expert has 
come up with three different scenarios for 
further discussion. 

The board also authorized payment of 
$1,000 to Digital Assurance Certification 
LLC to provide the required annual 
disclosure on the two separate bond 
issues to various agencies. They also 
report to various investors, providing 
annual revenue, largest taxpayer (L&W 
Engineering) and other information. 

Peters said the board doesn’t want to wait 
too long to refinance because the time to 
refinance is when the economy still has 
low interest rates. 

“The time to refinance is sooner rather 
than later,” Peters said. 

Concerning Peters’ suggestion the 
township put a lien on the property, 
Supervisor White said apparently there’s 
not a basis to allow the township to do so. 

“This issue was previously raised by 
Visteon’s counsel,” White said. “...We 
could put a lien on the property but that may 
cause an issue for Sovereign at this point 
and that may subject us to a lawsuit.” 

“Who told us, which of our accountants, 
which of our law firms told us that we 
could not place a lien on it prior to the 
sale?” Peters asked. 

“I don’t think that any of our counsel told 
us specifically that we could not place a lien, 
but the insinuation was on if you remember 
the evidence on title it was suggested we 
allow the title access to Sovereign to buy 
that property,” White said. 

White said the township risked a slander 
suit if it got in the way of the sale. 

“Our issue for recovering the taxable 
value, taxable dollars, was through the sales 
agreement which is a public document and 
it states in there that we will negotiate with 
Visteon to determine the shortfall and they 
shall make timely payments to maintain 
that shortfall,” White said. 

Peters asked, “So no law firm told us that 
we could not place a lien? It was Visteon’s 
people who told us we could not place 
a lien and if we did place a lien we’d be 
sued?” 

White said, “It was subject to sell to certain 
qualifications at that point. Currently, we 
are not in a deficit as far as the property 
tax goes. The bond payments can be paid 
until 2017 or 2018, most likely 2018, and 
the settlement that we reach with Visteon 
at that time considering the tax abatement

re-elects Michael Dotson chairman 


At a special June 19 meeting of the Van Buren Township Local Development Finance 
Authority, the six board members present elected the same officers for a one-year term 


ending June 19, 2013. 


Officers are chairman Michael Dotson, vice chairman Charles Covington, and secretary 


Chris Hayes. 


Present for the election of officers were Dotson, Covington, Hayes, David Tyler, J. Doug 


Peters, and VBT Supervisor Paul White. 


Absent were Pam Smart, Leonard Armstrong, Craig Medlen, and James Ayer. 

Under the LDFA bylaws, there needs to be one representative of Wayne County 
(Tyler), one representative of Wayne County Community College (Dotson), and two 
representatives from the Van Buren Public School District (Smart). 

Smart left the school district last year and the district has not replaced her or named the 


second required representative. 


Supervisor White said there are 11 members of the authority board, including him, and 


he appoints six at large members. 


The June 12 regular meeting was cancelled for lack of a quorum. The June 19 special 
meeting was delayed 45 minutes in starting while waiting for another member to arrive so 
they would have a legal quorum to conduct business. 

Meetings scheduled for March, April, and May were cancelled due to “lack of 


agenda.” 


from prior years and everything is up to 
date.” 

White said come 2018 when there is a 
shortfall, “We may have to talk about our 
legal right and put a lien on that property.” 

“I recommend that we hire counsel now 
to investigate whether we can place a lien 
on the property once we go into shortfall 
in 2018,” Peters said. “So that we are in 
position to place that lien immediately. 

“The lien, I think, is going to be probably 
against Sovereign’s property because they 
negotiated the property and not with the 
seller,” Peters said. 

Peters said the LDFA needs to get a copy 
of the agreement between Visteon and 
Sovereign. 

White said the LDFA could ask for the 
agreement and Peters said if they won’t 
give it to them he recommends the LDFA 
sue to get it. 

“And, I want to know who Sovereign is,” 
Peters continued. 

“My view is the current tenant General 
Electric is one of the most devious, nasty, 
tax-dodging corporations in America, if 
not the world. And, I wouldn’t be surprised 
if Sovereign was not a straw purchaser for 
General Electric. 

“Until we know otherwise, I think we 
should have a high index of suspicion,” 
Peters said. “Maybe I’m wrong, and 
Sovereign is just some group that wanted 
to make some money.” 

White said he thinks there are issues 
there. “You state as far as Sovereign being 
a bona fide purchaser, this may be a sell- 
lease agreement.” 

Peters wanted to get everything in writing, 
all agreements between Sovereign and 
General Electric. And then get an opinion 
from the LDFA counsel about the ability

to place a lien on the property in 2018 the 
moment the LDFA goes into shortfall. 

Peters said once the LDFA finds they 
can do that they can let Sovereign know 
immediately so that they can take any 
action if they are the paper purchasers 
for General Electric before any statute of 
limitations expires. 

White said maybe there needs to be a 
declaration of who is responsible now, be 
it Visteon or Sovereign. 

“That may have to be looked at and taken 
back in front of the bankruptcy judge,” 
White said. 

“Yes,” Peters agreed. “Because I have a 
suspicion that Visteon won’t be here in five 
years. And, their promise today is worth as 
much as their promise six years ago. 

“They are selling their divisions, 
supposedly they are concentrating on a core 
business of heating and cooling and they 
are fifth or sixth inline supplier. If that’s 
their core business, they’ ve got problems,” 
Peters said. 

LDFA member David Tyler said he 
doesn’t agree with involving GE. 

“I respectfully disagree,’ Peters 
responded. “If we get nothing, that sends 
us a message. If we get something, we’ve 
got it. If we get nothing, it’s a shot across 
their bow. The history of GE shows us that 
we should look. It’s a skunk company.” 

“I don’t think GE has done anything to 
suggest that,” Tyler said. “You may have 
an attitude about GE that you feel strongly 
about, but I don’t see GE...” 

Peters asked Tyler if he had read Jack 
Welsh’s book, where Welsh describes the 
type of strategies GE uses that the LDFA 
is discussing. 

“If we don’t pay attention to their former 
CEO when he tells us how to cheat local 


people, then we’ve got our heads in a 
blanket,” Peters said. 

“We do have a sale agreement in place, but 
the sale of the complex over there may lead 
us as to who is responsible,” White said. “I 
don’t think that, GE is only a tenant. We 
would have to deal with Visteon or with 
Sovereign.” 

“I think GE may not be a tenant. I think 
they may be an owner,” Peters said. “If 
they are an owner and if they are hiding 
that ... boy.” 

White interrupted Peters’ comments with, 
“Please, please stop.” 

“...When this shit hits the fan, people 
are going to be very unhappy,” Peters said. 
“We're talking probably about 2 mills ...” 
[Others have suggested in 2017 Van Buren 
will have a choice to either implement a 6- 
mill tax increase or rolling the bonds over 
taking on more debt.] 

After lengthy discussion, Peters said, “I 
wish in retrospect we had recorded some 
of these meetings where Visteon said 
when I asked what happens if Visteon goes 
bankrupt? And they said, ‘Oh, Visteon will 
never go bankrupt.’ And I said, well what 
if they go bankrupt? ‘Oh, Ford will stand 
behind us.’ I don’t see Ford. I don’t see 
Visteon here, so I don’t want to be stupid 
twice.” 

Finally, a motion was made and carried 
that the LDFA requests the township to 
initiate conversation with Sovereign, Dana 
Corporation, and General Electric with two 
questions: 

1. To Sovereign and GE: Does GE have 
any ownership or beneficial interest in 
Sovereign Partners LLC? 

2. To Sovereign and GE: Does GE have 
any current or future ownership interest in 
the Grace Lake Property? 

The township is asked to report the results 
of those questions to the LDFA as quickly 
as possible. 

The next meeting of the LDFA is 
scheduled for 2 p.m., Tuesday, July 10. 
Dotson said a special meeting could be 
called, if necessary. 


Someone purchases $1.9 
million worth of VBT 
local development bonds 


Someone purchased $1,925,000 worth 
of Van Buren Township municipal bonds 
used to finance Visteon Village within the 
span of a few minutes on June 28. 

The VBT Local Development Finance 
Capital Appreciation Tax Increment bonds 
were purchased in ten transactions between 
3:49 and 3:52 p.m. for about $37 per share 
with a yield of about 5.086%. 

Maturation date for the bonds is April 1, 
2032. 

Generally, municipal bonds are attractive 
because the interest paid each year is tax- 
free.

Editorial 
LDEA finally gets 
busy with strategy 


to avert disaster 


The Van Buren Township Local 
Development Finance Authority (LDFA) 
was organized in 2003 to manage the bonds 
VBT sold to help Visteon build Visteon 
Village. The bonds, which mature in 2032, 
were to be paid off through the captured taxes 
from Visteon Village since the property was 
sure to increase in value after it was built 
and prospering. 

Well, bankruptcy hit Visteon and the 
property is worth a lot less than it used to 
be and the taxes captured are much less. The 
problem is that the VBT Board of Trustees 
in 2003 pledged the full faith and credit of 
the township to back the bonds. 

In 2017 or 2018, there is not going to be 
enough money in the LDFA pot to pay the 
bonds and so it is likely the taxpayers in Van 
Buren Township may have to be taxed up to 
6 mills to cover the shortfall. 

While we’ve had letters to the editor 
voicing concern about the upcoming disaster 
and Carl Johnson even gave us a spreadsheet 
to publish to show the looming disaster, the 
LDFA didn’t seem too much concerned. 

In 2012 the LDFA canceled its March, April, 
and May meetings for a “lack of agenda”. 
The June 12 meeting was cancelled due to 
lack of quorum. It was at the June 19 special 
meeting that the urgency of the situation was 
addressed. 

The problem is exacerbated by the sale 
of the Visteon Village property (now called 
Grace Lake). At last, we’re getting some 
preliminary action to avert disaster. 


Last week, U.S. Rep. Thaddeus McCotter, 
who failed to get enough signatures to be 
placed on the ballot for a reelection bid 
this fall, has announced that at year’s end, 
all of his remaining political funds will be 
donated to St. Jude Children’s Research 
Hospital.

Canton Township is one of 13 communities 
selected this summer for the Detroit 
Institute of Arts’ Inside/Out program -- just 
like the City of Belleville had last year.

In the Aug. 7 election, the DIA is asking 
for .2 mills for 10 years to support the arts 
institute and its programs. Wayne County 
voters also are being asked for a renewal 
of little less than 1 mill for 10 years for 
construction and maintenance of jails.

dog. 

First I’d like to say that the public services 
provided by Van Buren Township are 
exceptional, especially the Animal Control 
Officer who responded to our family’s 
tragedy — this man was truly an angel in 
disguise and well-trained. 

It was Sunday morning (the week before 
Memorial Day), our family dog “Casper” 
was outside on her dog chain (a heavy dog 
rated wire cable) — when our peaceful day 
was shattered by a kind lady yelling at our 
windows that she thought our dog had been 
hit by a passing car. 

I rushed out the door to find my family’s 
companion under my SUV, breathing hard, 
covered with blood and visible struggling 
while still trying to wag her tail at me. 
While calling for other family members 
to assist me, the very kind Animal Control 
person, Officer Queener showed up in his 
township truck. 

He noted that Casper’s’ chain was out 
in the drive, which had obviously been 
attached to our dog and started making 
compassionate suggestions as I tried to 
calm down my now-crying, six-year-old 
daughter. 

Officer Queener offered to transport 
our pet to the nearest Animal Hospital 
in Ypsilanti. We all were well aware that 
Casper was critically injured and was not 
going to make it, but Officer Queener’s 
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soothing manner gave my daughter the 
ability to quiet down. 

As we were getting ready to leave with 
Casper, a Van Buren Township police 
officer pulled into my driveway. The officer 
requested my information and proceeded 
to write me two tickets — (1) Dog At Large 
and (2) No Dog License. I do not (and still 
don’t) understand the first ticket (Dog At 
Large) — because it was obvious our Casper 
had been on her chain and had broken off 
It: 

Casper’s injuries were too much for her 
and she was put to sleep that same day. 
My daughter still cries for her companion 
but she is doing better as time passes. Me? 
Now, I’m facing misdemeanor charges 
that can carry a $500 fine and I could be 
sentenced to up to 90 days in jail (my court 
date is the 26th of June, 2012).

Since Elwell Elementary School is no longer available as a voting precinct, the PNA Hall 
will be opened as a polling place for the August and November elections. 


Sumpter OKs upgrades to PNA Hall 
parking for use as location for voting

Now that Elwell Elementary School will 
no longer be available as a site for Sumpter 
Township voters to cast ballots, that polling 
precinct is being moved to the PNA Hall in 
time for the Aug. 7 Primary Election. 

Sumpter Township Clerk Clarence 
Hoffman said the county requires the 
polls to have Americans with Disabilities 
Act access which means hard surface at 
the handicap parking area. The township 
decided to do a complete overhaul of the 
parking lot, which board members said has 
needed it for a long time. 

The board, at its regular meeting June 
26, voted unanimously to accept the low 
price quote of $13,475 from Diversified 
Excavating and add $3,642 extra work 
for a total of $17,117 to be paid out of the 
general fund. 

Diversified began work two days later. 

At the June 26 township meeting, trustee 
candidate Marty Kalasz protested that the 
job should have gone out for sealed bids 
and have been published in the newspaper 
to give local contractors a chance to bid 
less. 

Deputy Supervisor Craig Moody said 
Hennessey Engineers sought quotes 
and sealed bids were not required under 
township policy since the job was expected 
to be under $20,000. Also, Moody said, 
the township was short on time since the 
August primary was fast approaching. 

Supervisor Johnny Vawters said the second 
highest bid was $55,000 and the third about 
$99,000 and they took the lowest. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan said the hall holds 
250 people and the subcommittee thought 
the grass on the side of the building should 
be turned into additional angle parking 
for limousines and handicapped parking, 
which added the extra cost. The work also 
includes adding a second entrance, which 
the fire department thought was a good 
idea. 

Moody said there will be two spots for 
buses to unload and leave an open fire 
lane. 


“T think it’s a win-win,” Moody said. 

The hard-surface parking area is expected 
to make the rental hall more attractive to 
people who want to hold special events 
there. 

Trustee Bill Hamm said he and others 
were weed whipping along the parking lot 
and were surprised at how bad the surface 
was. 

In other business at the June 26 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the low price quote of $30 
from the man who cleans the PNA Hall for 
cleaning of the permanent block restrooms 
at Banotai Park; 

e Approved participating in a summer 
work program for youth paid for through 
the state, with no cost to Sumpter; 

e Heard Trustee Peggy Morgan announce 
that Family Fun Day will begin at noon on 
July 21 at Graham Park and will feature 
free food and games for the whole family, 
and include the annual police and fire 
departments from Belleville and Sumpter 
vying for a trophy in a softball game; 

e Heard Senior Coordinator Mary Ann 
Watson announce that the Senior Olympics, 
which will run Aug. 13-17, has close to 30 
participants from Sumpter signed up, with 
Supervisor Vawters signed up for golfing. 
Sumpter will again host the cookies and 
cake contest and Police Chief Jim Pierce 
and Fire Chief Les Powell have agreed to 
be judges. Next year the Senior Olympics 
will be hosted by Sumpter and the City of 
Belleville. A facility that will house 400 is 
needed and Watson said they are hoping to

Willow Run Airport, creating a huge pond with a bubbling fountain. Van Buren Township 
DPW Superintendent James Taylor said this line is the primary feed to the township. At 
the point it broke it is still Detroit water, he said. The break caused a drop in pressure 
to VBT water customers, but the new water tower provided a good supplement to keep 
the pressure reasonable. Taylor said it will take a few days for Detroit water crews to fix 
the break and they won’t know the damage until they excavate. Then there were be the 
process to get the lines cleaned for the water, which is used for drinking, fire suppressing, 


and everything else in the township, he said.

on the books that have been conflicting 
with one another. One requires planning 
commission recommendation as well as 
city council approval while the other did 
not. The new ordinance would combine 
both into one. 

New language will be introduced at a 
public hearing before the commission on 
Aug. 9. The amendments will better define 
outdoor café into a Minor Outdoor Café 
License and a Major Outdoor Café License. 
The Minor Outdoor Café License would be 
issued by the City Clerk and City Manager 
while the Major Outdoor would be issued 
by the Clerk, and have to go before the 
City Council. 

The commission also learned that it 
will soon be receiving an update on the 
city’s sign ordinance. A subcommittee has 
been working on it for many months and 
updating the list of conforming and non- 
conforming signs within the city.
